The three state policemen now 
in 
Caledonia section are in 
search 
of, 
with the hope of capturing, the man 
who last Saturday killed the doe that 
was found dying in an open field just 
northeast of New'mans on the South 
Mountain. 
When found the 
blood 
was 
still 
flowing from the spinal wound given 
the animal. The doe was at once sent 
to White Pine 
sanatorium, 
as 
re­ 
quired by law, for the benefit of 
the 
inmates of th a t institution. 
Doe killing is quite too frequent in 
that section. It is 
known 
that 
this 
shooting was not accidental. It is be­ 
lieved the lawless person 
who 
fired 
the shot expected to return by night 
for the meat. 
It will aid the security 
of human as well as animal 
life 
in 
that section if the state officers 
get 
the gunman and bring him to justice. 
So abundant are wild turkeys in cer­ 
tain sections of 
Pennsylvania 
that 
buckwheat growers 
are complaining 
that the 
birds 
are 
destroying 
the 
crops, and as the turkeys are protect­ 
ed by State law, the 
people 
whose 
crops are destroyed are asking 
the 
State Game Commission if they can­ 
not get damages from the State. 
In Franklin, Juniata 
and 
Perry 
counties the turkeys are seen in 
al­ 
most every township, and by the time 
the limit of protection runs out, June 
I, 1915, they will be very plentiful, 
and hunters will 
have great 
sport. 
The birds seem to know that they are 
protected, and they stroll through the 
woods, over fields and across 
roads 
without a sign of fear, although they 
are in full view of people passing. 
In Franklin 
county, on the 
west 
side of the valley, they have been seen 
in large numbers. Only three 
States 
in the Union have made a closed seas­ 
on for turkeys extending over more 
than one 
year—Oklahoma, Florida 
and Pennsylvi^ji.

have all the equipment necessary for 
a thoroughly modern fraternity build­ 
ing. The fraternity architect prepared 
the plans. 
The building will be constructed of 
brick with a red pressed 
brick front. 
There will be a massive colonial por­ 
tico, with four white 
wooden pillars 
extending from the porch floor to the 
top of the building. A beautiful 
bal­ 
cony will open out from 
the 
second 
floor, colonial lines being followed in 
alt of the exterior. 
On the first floor there will 
be an 
ample 
reception 
room, 
a reading 
room, hall, and 
an 
assembly 
room 
thirty feet square. There will be large 
fireplaces in the two larger rooms and 
arrangements will be provided so that 
the entire first floor may 
be 
turned 
into one for social affairs. 
The second story will have a m eet­ 
ing room, with the necessary courts, 
three bedrooms and a bath. According 
to the rules at the college 
the 
boys 
are not allowed to room in their fr a ­ 
ternity houses, but these bed 
rooms 
will prove convenient for alumni and 
other guests whom they may care to 
entertain. 
The lot is about ready 
for 
active 
work, the members 
of 
the 
chapter 
having cleared away the greater part 
of the debris from the fire last spring 
Three of -the 
lower 
walls 
remain 
standing but they can be taken down 
with little difficulty 
and 
there 
will 
not be much delay in starting. 
It 
is 
planned to have the new house 
com­ 
pleted by spring, so that 
it 
will 
be 
ready for the festivities of the second 
semester and the exercises 
of 
com­ 
mencement week in June.

Tbe Invaders would be without 
food, and the men would have do time 
for sleep.

Soldiers without 
food and denied sleep can’t fight. Men 
remember their discipline best on full 
stomachs.

Haw the Target or tho Enemy la Lo*

The gray battleship seems strangely 
d e s e r ts aud bare, for her decks are 
denuded of men. while nil nills and 
other upstanding encumbrances have 
Iweu laid flat od deck for big gun 
practice. 
In the conning tower, with its twelve 
lucb armor, stands the captain, his 
guvigatlng officer, a midshipman or 
two and several other oftieers and men.
